.\iul wheiL\is, serious personal and 
pecuniary injuiy has boon inflicted upon 
British subjects involving, in at lonsb one 
instiince, life, from tho seizure 
of Oanailiaii vessels in said sea hy 
.Auiericau cruisiirs, the eonllscation of 
tlioir cargoes ami the imprisoninonb of 
their othcors aud orews; 

And whereas, this house is of opinion 
that tho contenliiMi of the I'nited .States 
'.government that Helirin;;'s Se.i is a closed 
sea is an arhitr.iry assuni)it i.ui which is 
jiistitied neillier hy international law, 
treaty nor i)roceilcHce; 

Tliorofore be it resolved. That this house 
learns with feelings of 8uri)nse, reprot and 
indignation of tho failure of the said joint 
connnission to consider tins claims of 
I5riti.sh Coliiiubia tisliernieii who have

The lion, mover said that the circuni- 
Rbuices of tliis uiatler, one of grave impor- 
tiiiico to the province and the whole 
English speaking world, were fresh in tho 
minds of hou. momheiH, and he did not 
propose occupying much of the time of the 
iiouso in discussing thorn; but there were 
Boiiio points upon which it was neeoB.sary 
to touch in e\i)lanation of his action. It 
WKs claimed hy the Caii.idiaii and liritish 
governments tii.'it I'.ehriiig's Sea is an 
open sea. That coiiicntion i.s supjiorted 
by SecreUii-y Bayard, of tho United 
States goveiiimentj and opposed by the 
department of justice of the same govem- 
nient. It was a well known fact 
that Secret-iry Bayard was not in 
accord with the attorney-general 
.)f the L'liited .Slates lui this point, 
and although he had on several ocaisions 
expressed his intention of liberating tho 
Tessels seized, he had been overruled by 
the cabinet and his good intentions frus- 
trated. Tho historical facts of tho case 
were, briefly, thatm 1^^21 Russia, having 
renewed tho lease or charter of the KuHsiaii 
Fur Trading conipiiuy for exclusive trad- 
ing and tishing privileges in the Alaskan 
territory, then tho profjorty of RusHia, 
issued au edict forbidding the iishermon 
and traders of other countries from enter- 
ing Behiing's Sea or prosecuting tlioir 
callings tlierein. 'I'his leil to .-i diplomatic 
contruversy IjcLueeii the L'liiled .States, 
(ireat Britain and Uiissia, in t lie course 
of whicli Russia laiil eliiim to the exclusive 
control of the whole Racilie ocean. This 
absurd pretension was speedily abandoned 
and a treaty was signed ponnitting the sub- 
jects of the United States and (Jreat Bri- 
tain to trade and tish in the inland seus, 
inlets, gulfs and creeks of tho Alaskan 
territory for tho period of ten years. At 
tho end of the period specified, tho right 
to tish and trade in tho inlets, gulfs and 
crooks of Alaska was withdrawn, but an 
oH'ort was again luado to assert exclusive 
privileges in Behring's sea. The vessels 
of nil nations resorted there in pursuit of 
whales undisturbed. In 18G7 tlie Rus- 
sian government, for tlie sum of seven 
million dollars, sold to the I'nited .States 
tho Territory, of Alaska. In 18(1!) the 
United .States governnioiit leased to the 
Alaska Commercial (Joinpaiiy tho exclu- 
sive right to take fur seal in tho waters 
adjacent to tho territory; but as late as 
1872, as evidenced by a disjiateh from' Mr. 
Boutwell, then secretary t.f tho United 
States Treasury, who in reply toarei(ue8(, 
made to him on beiialf of the Alaska C'oiii- 
niercial Co. to jirevent vessels other than 
those of the company from seal fishing in 
fiohrinc's sea, replied that the United 
States had not tho power, to; exdlude such 
vuBoulu if tliey did not fish within a inariilo 
loaguo of the shore. Sonio thren years 
ago tho United States govenjinenl. seem 
to have obtained new light on the subject, 
for we find tlieni ahont that tinio iissert- 
ing a right to prevent any but comjiany's 
vessels rosorting tu the Uehruig'u sea 
within an imaginary line drawn from the 
centre of Behring's Strait to the SOtli par- 
allel of latitude, oiijiosite tho Aleu- 
tian islands. The sea iirosorves of the 
company arc therefore ;5,0(X) miles long 
by 2,700 miles wide. The company usurp 
tho power of tho guvormnent over land 
and sea and use and direct govurnniunt 
ships in committing outrages on all ves- 
sels but their oAvn that may venture into 
the forbitUlen sea. What aro tho govern- 
mental of fJroat Britain and Canada do- 
ing to uphold the rights of their subjects 'I 



Evidently nothing, for Ww find that with- 
in a few days past the ciistonia oflicors 
at Victoria liave been notified from Otta- 
wa that if any British sealing vessels 
should go to Behring's sea they would do 
so at their own risk. Mr. Drake's forhim 
shows that tho company are as inucli pi- 
rates us were Morgan's huccaneors of the 
Sjianish Main. They have grahlied tlie 
ocean, ignored iiiternati.uial riL'hts, ai.ized 
our vessels without warrantor authority, 
imprisoned their crews, imd scattered 
their cargoes and converted Behring's sea 
into tho private lake of a gigantic mono- 
poly rich enough and wicked enough to 
uontr.d legislation and bend ofiioials to 
their purposes, indifferent if the result 
should involve the two great English 
speaking people in war. 

Hon. Mr. Itobson said tho lion, gen- 
tleman who had introduced the matter 
deserved conaideralile credit for the able 
way in whioh he hud done so. However, 
he trusted that tho word "indignation" 
would beeliiuiiiatedfrom llieresolutioii. [lo 
might, here say thiit the matter was .uie 
which had occupied his attention at 
Ottawa, and he iiiusi i^ivo Llii! i^oiiiinion 
government credit for their elfnrts in the 
case, it was thought desirallo not to 
include the Behring's soa question with 
the lisheries question, fur it was held that 
the matter was one which concerned all 
nations, and not only the United States 
and Great Britain. The (pioati(jn would 
bo submitted to an internal ioiial coiii- 
inissioii, .-uid tho Uominion government 
felt perfectly e.inridcnt that tlie positi.m 
taken hy the United .States was utterly 
uiit enable. It was therefore considered 
impolitic to incorporate it with the tiali- 
eiiea question. Great Britain had had 
no otlicial notificatiim that the ITiiibed 
States had sot u|) any siuli contention, 
but from some senii-oflicial coniniiiniea- 
tioiis which had passed it was i|uite pos- 
sible that the Americans would not mai;e 
any such contention. Thu claims first 
sunt in by the sealers to (Jttawa we^re of so 
extravagant a character that the^ had to 
be sent back for revision. This might 
.iccount for a portion of the delay, but 
lie thought that Bomo delinite cmicliision 
should have been aiTived al before this in 
rt^gai d to the pfisitioii in which our aealurs 
would bo placed should they again enter 
the Beliriiig'.s sea. l ie did not see any 
reason why tho resolution should not 
pass, but ho trusted that the word "in- 
dignation" would be expunged. 

lion. Mr. Humphreys thought Britisli 
Columbia should answer back in as strong 
a style as possible. Tiie stronger the 
language the bcttoi'. 

Mr. '.irant thought that both Imperial 
and Dominion governments were to blame 
for their lack of energy in prosecuting 
this dispute. The claim of the Americans 
\\'as absurd on the face of it and 
would ]>rovo so when brought be- 
fore a pro|)or court of Hn.piiry. Tho 
IfXises Bustiiined by scalers liad been 
severe, tlnnigh tho total aiiiouut was in- 
sii^nilicant as lietwocn nations. Ho had 
givon notice of a rosolutiou which dealt 
with the matter from a ditforent stand- 
point.

Mr, Semlin favored the resolution with 
the amendment suggested hy tho leader 
of tho government.

The evil was growiilg on 
account of the increased number of fallen 
trees blocking up tbo river, causing ib to 
rise to a greater height, and thus inun- 
dating a larger area of land.

The .New Tarlir Bills. 

Wasuunoton, March 1. — The cliairinan 
of the connnittoe on ways and means to- 
day aubinittod to a full committee the 
tarifi" bills upon which the democratic 
membora have been at work for several 
months, and the measure was immediate- 
ly made public. The full text of the bill 
makes fifty-nine page.i of regular congres- 
sional pamphlet form. The following re- 
view of the measure by Mr. Mills will 
give a general idea of its provisimis : 
There are two or tliroo hundred articles 
on which duty is to be removed. A large 
number of these articles thus placed on 
the free list are of minor importance and 
the change can in no wise affect our in- 
dustries, and where a country charges an 
import duty upon any of the articles 
uamed the present duty will roiiiain. As 
to some of the articles placed on thu free 
list the result will bo tu broak up a few of 
its numerous trusts uow forming in the 
country. Copper is an instance. Tho 
total amount of reductions timt arise from 
the extension of the free list will be some- 
thing like 822,000, OCO. Tho reduction on 
wool and woolen goods will aninunt in 
round nuinbors to 812,000,000. Where a 
tariff duty was charged before wo have 
changed it on a number of manufactured 
articles to an advaloicm .standard. On 
sugar, a reduction of $16,000,000. One 
result of this will be to' break up the in- 
famous trusts that have boon formed for 
the purpose of increasing tho iirico of that 
article. The reductions on iron and steel 
rails aro small and I think tho importa- 
tion of such articles will not be materially 
increased. Iron in pig form is put at §0 
per ton; the reduction made is only '76 
cents. ■ 'On imported tobaoeO iii leaf, man- 
ufactured and net stemmed, we have 
fixctl the duty at thirty-five cents per 
pound; Sumatra is included. some 
of the articles on which we have reduced 
by revenue, will be incrcaaed, while on 
titheiB it will be reduced. Fish >vo havo 
not yet touched. That question has 
always caused trouble between this coun- 
try and Canada, and involves a dispute 
that we don't caro to encourage. We havo 
purposely loft the internal ruvenuo ques- 
tion outside and will bring in a separate 
measure for that. Wo intend to have a 
bill on that subject. It may bo appended 
in tho house to the general bill, but that 
I am unable to say just now. The customs 
dutioa will be reduced about 855,000,000, 
and in such u way that the manufacturing 
industries of tfie country will have no 
cause for noodloss alarm. The bill re- 
duces the revenue by the closest estimates 
which can now bo made, by about 85H,- 
000,000, of which ^22,250,000 come from 
the free list, 812,000,000 from woolena, 
igl 1,000,000 from sugar, and 500,000 
from earthen and glassware, nearly ?2,- 
000,000 from motids, ^^00,000 from chemi- 
cals, $50,000 from provisions, ^250,000 
from cottons, nearly ¥2,000,000 from 
hemp, jute, etc., and about ^10,000,000 
from Bundrioa. 

Among the articles proposed to be 
added to the free list by the bill subinitted 
to-day, the following are tho most impor- 
tant: Iiuinbor, salt, fiax, hemp, jute, tin 
plate, soaps, cottonseed oil, petroleum, 



products of coal tar, spirita of turpentine, 
crude oj)iuni, iron and stoel, cotton ties 
on hoops for baling purposes, copper, 
brick, dates and figs, bibles and books 
printed in other tTian the English liui- 
guago, marble, all wools, wools on the 
stain, woidon rags, pig iron is to pay u 
duty of Sli a ton, iron railway bars Ifll, 
steel railway bars §11, all grades of sugar 
aro reiliiced by un amount varying from 
one-tifth tu one-fourth of the present 
duty, cotton yam is reduced to thirty-tive 
and forty per cent. The manufactures of 
wool are reduced as follows: Woolen and 
worsted cloths to 40 per cent. ; flannels, 
blankets and knit goods, 40 per cont. ; 
dress goods, partly woolen, 40 per cent.; 
ready-made ulothing, 45 percent. ; carpets, 
'M per cunt. 

IIUiDilroiis t'lrp. 

Nkw York, March 1.— Almost tho en- 
tire block bounded by Lexington and 
Third aveaues and 41st and 42nd streets 
was destroyed by lire to-day, which broke 
out ill the I'ottier it Stynuis coiiipaiiy's 
extensive furniture factory, corner of 
•I2iid street and Lexington avenue, and 
will cause a loss probably amounting to 
(uiu milliou dollars. Pettier & Styiuus' 
building covered the entire frontage on 
Lexington avenue, from 41st and 42nd 
streets, and was seven stories high. From 
this buihling the fire comnuinicated to 
that of I'.iWell, W'ergiiiaii A Smith, cigar 
manufacturors, whoso ,'i50 employees bad 
barely time to rush fnun the building in 
safety. This building was also entirely 
gutted as were ten or twelve smaller ones 
toward Third avenue on both 4l8t and 
12iid streets. On 42nd street there is a 
shoi tr branch of the elevatod railroad, con- 
nect ing the Third avenue elevated roid with 
thetjraiidCentral depot. The wooden gird- 
ers of this structure w.is soon in flaiiies and 
a long section of thu road was ruined. .\ 
falling wall also added to tho damage of 
the elevated road. The Vandcrbilt hotel, 
on the northeast corner of 42nd street and 
Lexington avenue caught tire and the 
front of that building was badly damaged. 
The hotel was saved ficnii destruction by 
being dreiiclieil with water to such an ex- 
tent as to reniler it uninhabitable. Throe 
adjoining flats caught fire, but were saved 
in a singular manner. On the northwest 
corner o[ 4"2nd street and Lexington ave- 
nuo is an hospital for the ruptured' and 
cri[)pled, whioh it will be re- 
moinbered had a narrow escape 
from destruction by tire a short 
time .igo. Over a huiidr(;d children wore 
in thi.s building. They were all removed 
to neighboring residences, and thu build- 
ing was saved by liberal streams of water. 
The fire burned fiercely for over four 
hours, and of the entire block nothing 
now remains but a few stores iu Third 
avenue. Following is the list of losses as 
far aB known: — Pettier & .Stvmus Co., 
building mu\ stock, tjt200,006; W. H. 
Ortell, furniture, 6300,000; Powell, Woig- 
man Siiiitb, §1.50,000; Tlieiss & Trurg, 
marble cutters, .?2(),000; Robert Ogden & 
(iorlet, building, §35,000; Alex. C. Sher- 
man, hotel, §20,000; Geo.Foster, building, 
1^:20,000; Yaiidorbilt, hotel damaged by 
water, §15,000. Three flats owned by 
Mayor Hewitt, damaged by water, 82,000; 
J. Corcoran, §10,000. There are nu- 
merous other losses which will swell 
tho aggregate to nearly .?1, 000,000.

LORD DUFI'BRIN. 

It is perhaps safe to say that no more 
popular Oovernor-Gouoml over ropreseut- 
ed liis Sovuroigu in Ciiiiiula than L<ir(l 
Diiti'oi-in. While it ia regretted that he 
will not aorvo his full torm as Viceroy in 
India, it is gratifying to know that private 
reasons, and iioithor disagreeniont with 
tho Goveriinieut at home nor any failure 
of health and strength, are the cause of 
hia retiring at the end of four years. 
As the London Timei says, it is 
not to be supposed that so valuable a man 
will be allowed to remain for any long 
time uiioniploycd. He has boon a public 
servant in ono capacity or another ever 
since 1800, when Lord Palnierstoii sent 
him as British CoiiimiBsioiier to Syria, af- 
ter tlie Ijcbauon massacres. For some 
years after that date, while the Liberal 
party was in power, he filled various 
ofGices, until, in 1872, he came to Canada 
as Governor-General. Hbre his rule was 
brilliant and epoch-making, and he im- 
pressed the Iforth American continent, 
as he had previously impressed the mother 
country, with a sense of his consummate 
. abilities. From Canada, after a short in- 
terval, he passed to the fur inoro difficult 
post of Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, six months after tho sign- 
ing of the Berlin Tro ty. Thence, 
after two important yoara, he was moved 
to the still mora arduous embassy at Cdu- 
stantinople, where he remained all through 
.tlie period of the Ejjryptian war, when 
the relations between Great Britain and 
Turkey were of a strained and anxious 
/i' kind. After this,' and while still holding 
'the position of ainbassador, he went on 
his celebrated mission to Egypt, charged 
with the task of reorganising that country, 
shattered as it was by tho rebellion of 
Arabi and tho forcible intervention of 
England. A year afterwards, on the re- 
tirement of Lord Ripon, ho was appointed 
to succeed liim as Viceroy of India; this 
appointment, like those of earlier years 
coming from Mr. Gladstone, while Lord 
Beaconsfield had shown how thoroughly 
Lord DoSerin bad commeuded ' him- 
self to the opposite party when, 
fire years before, he "had made him 
-AmbasBadnr to the Czar. What services 
.Lord Duflorin is yet to render to his 
country is uncertain, but it may be as- 
sumed that his occupation, in default of 
such a reconstruction of the Cabinet as 
should give him adiriission to it as a 
Liberal Unionist, will bo of a diidcjiuatic 
nature. There is more than ono European 
capital, at this critical moment, where the 
tact, tho experience, the penetrating in- 
sight, and the firm will of Lord'Dufferin 
might be of the greatest , possible service 
to the country. It is hinted that he will 
find full scope for all these in Italj'. En- 
deared to the people of this country by 
all hia loveablo qualities of heart and 
mind, we follow his future with an ear- 
nestness accorded no other British 
statesman .or diplomat, Mr. Gladstone 
excepted. 

ME. PRODDB'S GLOOMY OPINIONS. 

It is but natural that tropical coinmiin- 
itiea like the British West Indies should 
be w-uiting in the sustained vigcjraiid ])ro. 
grossive spirit that characterise tho peo- 
ple of more northern communities.' It iu 
in the temperate isbnes that' 'the race is 
accomplishing its greatest achieycltneiits in 
every line of useful activity.' The British 
Wost Indies are doubly unfortunate, first, 
in having a largo negro papulation itill 
suffering from tho legacy of ignorance and 
degradation bequeathed thorn by thoir 
oniilaved ancost(jr», and, secondly, from 
tho fact that tiioir principal industry of 
sugar production ha» been crushed by tho 
competition of the choap boot sugar 
of Europe. These are circumstances oto*' 
which the British Government has no 
control, nor does it appear that any of the 
grievances and discontent which find ex- 
pression in the West Indies are justly at- 
tributable to fault or failure ef the British 
Government. Mr. Froudo tolls that tho 
feeling of loyalty is dead or dying out 
among tho planters; that morals have de- 
generated; that the governmrintul system 
has failed; that the blacks are getting the 
upper hand in every way ; that enterprise 
is lacking; 'that the plantors are leaving 
their estates, and that such is tho de- 
pressed state of feeling that a boat lend of 
Frenchmen from Martinique could cap- 
ture all the neighboring islands. He 
adds: — : i 



dying out in Martinique and Gaudaloupe. 
The Spanish race is not dying in Cuba and 
Porto Eico. England will soon be no 
nioro than a namu in Barbados and the 
Antilles. Havmg .-ict|uitted our conscience 
by emancipation vo hare left our West 
IndiAU interest to sink or swim. 

This is downright pessimism, and the 
reader will do well to ntake duo allowance 
before accepting any part of Jlr. Froudo's 
viowa. He will ippeal to unwilling oars 
in his /.ealouH eilbrts to make lii.H readers 
believe tliat either Frc tich or Spanish rule 
is preferable to Briti.sh rule oven in tin 
West Indies. The islands are sulibring 
from unprecedented depression, but Mr, 
Froude does not show that it is fairly 
attributable to British rule, any more 
than it can be mniJe to appear that the 
soup kitchens of Bost(m or the blizzards of 
Dakota are tho result of repiddiean in 
stitutions. Preaching the "gospel of dus- 
pair," as Mr. Froudo has done, ia little 
likoly to help tho people, of whoso future 
he has expressed such gloomy views. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. . 

Mil. HitioiN.s' amendment to tho Legal 
Professions Act had a tight .s(iuoo.7.e; there 
was a majority of uno in its favor. Tho 
movor showed a careful study of the nnit- 
ter and his precedents wore imquestioiied. 
He was able to state the pjuctico in thr 
Eastern Provinces very fully and in clos- 
ing the debate made an tvble reply to the 
arguments adduced against his measure. 

The next motion after the passage of 
the second reading of tho Legal Profess- 
ions Act, by which barristers are to be 

admitted to practice here without proba- 
tion, was one liy Mr. Ladner to prevent 
the importation of no.xious weeds. Mrs. 
■Malapriip in the gallt'ry tliou'.^ht tho pre- 
vious motion rendered the subsequent one 
unnecessaiy. 



The Behring's sea outrage was present 
od to the House by the junior member for 
Esquiniult in a particularly telling man- 
ner. Ho reviewed tho case at great 

length and his historical remitne of the 
trouble while .suociiit was clear and im- 
partial. The mover had evidently ^jone 
to a great deal of trcjuble in connection 
with tile matter iind tlio sealers have 
had anqile justice done them at his hands. 
Mr. Higgins is to be connneuded for tho 
interest he has taken in a (piestion so 
vitally nifecting Victoria's interests. 



The Customs collections at this port 
during the month of February show a 
large increase over those for the same 
mouth last year. Fn>m otUcial sources 
wo were able to inform our readers yester- 
day morning that the e.xcess was 
gl7,Ij20,08. This ia a larye sum and 
testities to the fact that trade at this port 
continues to be in a most aati.sfactory con- 
dition. Notwithstanding that heavy 
imports are coming in from Eastern 
Canada our foreign trade continues to 
progress in volume tu an extent which 
meets the most sanguine wishes of our 
peoi)lo. 

If anyone over believed th.it the Timts 
was not a Vancouver booming sheet such 
an ini|iresaion must have been dispelled 
last evening when it openly advocated the 
giving Victoria the go-by by the China 
steamers. We do not know what the ma- 
jority of our readers think about it; but 
we do know that most of our leading mer- 
chants are terribly disgusted with the 
Times' policy. It is bad enough to have 
outside papers endeavoring to injure our 
city; it is nothing short of criminal for 
one which uwe.s it.s existence to Victoria 
patronage, aided considerably of course by 
Vancouver means, to bite, viper-like, the 
breast that warms it.

THE CROFTiJRS. 



lo THBEDixoRr-^The'extract from tho 
London Tiina which aiipuared in Tmk 
Colonist of yesterday's date, waa un- 
doubtedly written fro.u a landlord's point 
of view, and lellecta unjustly ou the Crof- 
ters. You will bo doing no'inorc than an 
act of justice tu tho uluaa of people Llmt, 
libelled us "incorrigible loafurs leadni" a 
lazy, hopeless atiiinal existence," by ni- 
sorung the Canadian view taken of the 
matter from u report which appeal etl in 
tho Toronto Mail at a meeting of the To- 
ronto Gaelic Society. The resvluticni re- 
garding tho Highland Crofturs was moved 
ua follows: — 

"That this society at its annual meet- 
ing desires to place on record its most 
unequivocal condemnation of a cowardly 
attack made upon the Crofters of tho 
Wost Hebrides by a person referred to as 
an old resident of British Columbia 'ind 
wlioae views of the Crofters as deairable 
einigianta for British Columbia appeared 
in tho columns of the daily press of Jan. 
18tli. That it is the belief of the society that 
tho views then given were uttered with- 
out the necessary knowledge of the pre- 
sent eonditiou of the Crofters, and at 
complete variance with thu liisLnry of 
Highlanders in this pi'uviuce; Ijelicving 
that such monstrous and untruthful state- 
ments are calculated to prejudice the 
Briti.sh Columbian Govorniucnt against 
tho proposed emigration of Crofters to 
that province, the society hereby enters 
its protest against the foul calumnies 
heaped on their countrymen, and aak 
the lioverniueut cuncerneil to consider the 
great part taken liy Highlanders in the 
moral anil material development of this 
L)oiuini(ui before believing that Crofters 
are undeairablu emigiants. " 

The mover in the course of his remarks 
denounced tiie unjust attack inado on tho 
suH'ering Crofters of Scotland by a man 
who refused lo give his minie, but hid 
liimaelf under the cover of an "Old Ueai- 
deiii" of Briti-ili Columbia, l-lo waa able 
Co aay that in the County of Bruce where 
Crofters and their sous are settled no bet- 
tor farmers can be found in the Provuioe 
of Ontario. (Cheers.) These men wore 
lishermen in the Highlands, but when 
tliey came to this country they proved 
themsehes e(|iial li; the occasion. The 
whole charge ugainat tlio (JrolteiM was 
that they wore poor. 

He went on to picture the condition of 
tho Crofters. They were in a starving 
condition, and tho only ray of hope oil'er- 
ed to them was emigration. It was unfor 
tunate that a class (jf people always fuie- 
most in tho defence of the Knipire were 
now ciushed out of their iuhoriLanco by 
the red deer and the jjlieaaaiit. It was h 
(piestionablo doctrine wliich udvised emi- 
gration to solve a false and ini<iuitous 
land tenure system. But if tlie Crofters 
must emigrate they must he shielded from 
untruthful and monstrous att ick.'^. The 
people of British Columbia must he asked 
to examine the career of tlionsands of 
Highlanders on this continent bef(n-e be- 
lieving that tho Crofters "will be a source 
of 0X1)01180 to the Provincial (Jovonimunt 
for years. " Tlie speaker looked around 
him and pointed to maiiy in the mulieiice 
holding positions of trust in this city who 
had been Crofters or descendants of Crof- 
ters. What their fathers did for this pro- 
vince the in-esent unfortunate Crofters of 
Lewis would do for British Onluuibia if 
they are ccjinpelled to emigrate to this 
country. In his experience in ( )iitario dur 
ing'the Lvst thirteen ^ears he never heard 
of a more, wimton insult ofiered to the 
race than tliat of tho British Cohimhiun 
referred to. Ho thought that it was not 
only a matter w'liich the ( laelic Society 
should feel indignant at, bijt one calling 
for the righteous condiMimatinn of every 
High'rtiider in tliia province. 1 lighlaiulera 
are slow to inuvo aL'ainst tyrants and tra- 
ducors, but when they, are . aroused they 
generally carry this war into Africa. The 
Gaelic Society, by adopting the resolu- 
tion, wiiuld repel an iii.Hult ofiered to tlieir 
country men niul defend thoir rejjutation 
from the attack of a traduci'r. (C'heera.) 

filr. David Speuce, Secretary of Kiu- 
migration for Ontjuio, seconded the re- 
solution. From an exceptional ^lowledge 
of'Crofter immigration he repudiated in 
strong ter ins the charges made by the 
British C(jlumbia resident. Following in 
the line of tlie resolution, ho ])ointed out 
that no better immigrant waa known than 
the Crofter, who was idwaj's able to take 
care of himself, and helped to build up 
whatever country into which ho ciime. 
Men onco Crofters were the leading farm- 
ers «i Ontario. Crofters evicted hy' High- 
land dukes and their myrmidons were 
merchant princes in Montreal. Highland- 
ers, be they Crofters or lishermen, proved 
to the world their mettle and their calibre 
hy honorable and distinguiahed success in 
all the walks of life, nor would they, said 
the speaker, lie with impunity under the 
disgraceful and exceedingly cowar<lly at- 
tack of a miserable scribbler at ( lltawa 
who was afraid that his name siioold a))- 
pear when ho traduced a pt;opl(! the p(;or- 
est of whom was at least hi.s better. 

The resolution was then carried amid 
loud cheers. Pro-Ceoptek. 
March Ist., 1888.

Were we afraid of Big Bebf 

Well, yes, to » certidn {limit. . There 
were fire of us la a bit of cabin .ont In. the 
sUyet2 country, snd .Blg Ben; wa^ of 
the ranch for several reasons. First and 
foremost, hu was too much for any one of 
us single handed, and, secondly, ho had 
many good points about him. While he 
was overbearlhg and brutal at times, he 
was the best miner In the party, and uo 
bad luck could discotu-age him.

I met with an astounding (!.\pci ience in 
the raise of land during u late visit to Ari- 
zona.

I sent the requisit(> money to uiy 
client, hut he sent It hack, saying that 
the boom had struck tho place und land 
wiui held at $10 an acre. When I re- 
turned to the jilace in tho fall, tho eanio 
land wns held at iJliOO an acre. I think I 
win organise u syudicato and dig three or 
four canals in thu desert at that rate of 
Increase on land. — St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

they could obtain the highways sought by 
conforming with the Land Act, 1884. He 
had no obieotion to the resolution for it 
would do neither harm nor g<jod. He 
considered the injury was a aerioua 
one and it was never contemplated that 
parties purchasing narrow strips of front- 
age land should control a huge amount of 
public land, hut aa he said before, the set- 
tlers had their remedy. 

Mr. Beaven thought that the hon. chief 
coinniiaaioner waa wrong in his conteii- 
tiouB. Ho had the right by the provia- 
iona of the land act to gazette such sec- 
tion roada as were required. The injury 
caused by individuals purohaaiiig narrtiw 
atrips of land, and fencing it, thus exclud- 
ing others from running their cattle in 
the suininor governinont ruiigoa, could bo 
readily underatood. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that until the 
grievanees were more clearly deSnod he 
could not act in the ease. The settlers 
should first state where they requirotl 
roads before the government could act in 
the matter. 

The resolution carried. 

LEOAL PROFESSIONS BILL. 

Mr. Beaven, resuming the debate on 
the "Legal Proieaaioiia Bill," said that 
remarks which had fallen from hon. mem- 
bora of tliia house showed the desirability 
of such a inoasuro. Tlio only objection 
he iiad to the preaent act was that it was 
not liberal enough. The act of 1872 
allowed of any member of the 
legal fraternity entering into the praoticp 
of their profesaion here, and he thought 
that such ahould still be the case. Ho did 
n >t know that he could add anything to 
that whicii had already been ))ut forward. 
If a man passed hia examination and had 
not the ability ho could not rise. To his 
mind the chief objection in the act now 
in force waa that it required twehe 
month's I'osidence. It was contended that 
this was necessary in order that some 
knowledge of the statutes of the province 
bo accjuired; but parties desiriiiL' to locate 
bore could atudy those befiu'e tlioy came. 
He wcnild ask if it would not be absurd to 
ask Sir John iMacdonald or Hon. Edward 
Blake, if they desired to enter into prac- 
tice here, to tirat fulfil the twelve month's 
residence and then be examined beftu-e 
the law society. He woul 1 heartily en- 
dorse this resolution, and trusted the lion, 
geutlibman at soiijo future day would 
introduce a still more liberal measure. 

Mr. .Semliii was pleased with the pre- 
sent bill. He thought lawyers needed no 
more protection than that which was en- 
joyed by members of other jirofessioiis. 
They might as well legislate against tlio 
introduction of Btookmen, because they 
would interfere with others already here. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the provisions and 
language of the act waa plausible, and the 
principle of reciprocity in law was |)er- 
fectly right. If they were only asked to 
extend tlie same privileges to the bar of 
other provinces as they granted to British 
Columbia there would be nothing un- 
reasonable in the bill. But he was afraid 
the hon. introducer was somewhat mis- 
led by the Ontario act. The regulations 
of the law society of Ontario had to be 
followed out, and if ho iiad consnited 
them he would have found that the same 
regulation, that of a year's residence, was 
also required there. Aa he had aaid be- 
fore, if the bill only required the same 
privileges as those extended by Ontario 
and otiier pro\ iiicoH, t)iero would be no 
objection to its beiiiu passed. He thought, 
however, that the year's probation com- 
plained of in regard to lawyers was quite 
necessary. It was in the interests of the 
general public. It had been contended 
that the medical and other professions and 
trades were in the same jiosition as the 
legal profession, but this was not the case. 
A medical man, a dontiat, or a carpenter 
would follow tlio same line aa that which 
they followed when they lirst accpiired 
their profession or trade, but the laws oi 
provinces and countries «ero very dis- 
aiiiiilar and no matter liow H.stute a lawyer 
might be, it would take him sumo con- 
siderable time before he became acqiiaint- 
ed with the laws of" the province. It waa 
in the best interests of the public that 
when the sign "barrister-at-law" was hung 
out, that, the owner of it should bo quuli- 
fied to practice intelligently under the 
laws of the province. He felt confident 
that the house would see that the pro- 
poaad amendment was not deairable. In 
Ontario a year'a residence was 
required, and it had been un- 
der discussion when ho was last 
over there whether this period .slunild nut 
be extended. In England a much hmger 
probationary period was reiitiired. So 
far as the bar of the province was con- 
cerned he would not endoaviu' to show 
how their interests would be affected, 
though he thought timy might juatly be 
defendeil. There was no doubt that the 
opeuing wide the door as suggested would 
be injurious to the young men who were 
now here. Ho trusted that the house 
would in its wisdom vote for the six 
months' hoist. 

Mr. Grant could not be inconaiatcnt 
and oppose the bill. He had no fear that 
the passage of the moaaure would be in- 
jurious to the public or to the bar of the 
province. Ho thought the contention set 
up of the injury the ineaaure would do 
the younger members of the profession 
now here waa somewhat of a reflection 
ujion their abiUty. He himaelf consider- 
ed that there wore some among them 
who would rise to be an ornament tt, their 
profesaion. He would certainly support 
thu measure. 

Mr. Higgins confessed that after hear- 
ing the remarka of the hon. member for 
Yalo ho had almoat feared that in intro- 
ducing the bill he had been taking away 
the bread and butter from the young men 
of tlio province. But be did not think 
that sucli would jirovo to be the case. 
The contention tliat it would be taking 
away their birthright was foolish in the 
extreme. It waa no more their birthright 
than any other business in the province 
waa the birthright of the young men of 
the province. With regard to the state- 
ment that a year's residence was required 
in Ontario, he knew that such was not 
the case. It was only necessary that they 
prove that they were the individuals men- 
tioned in the diploma in order to practice 
there. He thought the present meas- 
ure was a good one and if 
the lawyers refused so reasonable 
a request, he could warn them tliat public 
opinion would demand it, and jierhapa a 
moaaure would ho introduced which would 
swee]) away all restrictions against ^Ihe 
entering of nieinbora of the legal pro- 
feaaion not practicing within the province. 
He trusted that the good sense of the 
house and of its legal inembers would 
assent to its being passed. 

On being put to a vote the second read- 
ing was carried on a vote of 13 to 12, to 
be committed Friday. 

NOXIOUH WBEDH. 

Mr. Ladiier, in moving the second 
reading of the bill to prevent the spread 
of noxious weeds, rucoUiil,ed thu iiucuaaity 
which occurred last year for destroying 
a largo ([uantity of sued imported from 
Manitoba. The matter was brought be- 
fore tho grand jury last year, and lie was 
now endeavorinL' to provide provisions to 
avoid any future introduction of foul 
seeds; there wore too many now in the 
country. 

House went into committee; Mr. Orr in 
tlie chair. 

After considerable' disoiiasion aa to the 
bill being applicable to the mainland, the 
matter was settled by tho introduction of 
an additional clause pioviding that tho 
bill should not apply to Jistricta east of 
the Cascades. 

Tlie committoo then rose and ropoitod 
the bill oomplete with ameadmentn,

I'arnell aiiys that the present session of 
parliainent will probably be uneventful, 
in Bl) much as concerns Ireland. 

Tho London iiolico are emluavoring to 
lariivciit thu light between Snilivau and 
Mitclioll, and have been keopiiig a close 
watch on .Sullivan's ijuarters at Windsor. 
Wednesday they wuro astonished to find 
that Sullivan had disappeared. It ii not 
known where hu has gQUe, The police 
were uoinpletely baffled. 

Ste])hcii Hall, in charge of tho blasting 
on William Leo's contract ini the Seattle, 
Lake Shore & I'Jastern railway, was killed 
while engaged in sotting oil' some blasts. 
Hull haa worked for Loe for the past year 
and had been acting as time-keeper until 
recently when he took ohargo of tho 
blasting. 

All Ottawa dispatch snys : British 
Coluinhia's parliament fears trouble if 
ell'orts are made to enforce the law in tho 
disputed territory between that province 
and .Uaska.

Cliina advices state that offieors in 
charge of thu Yellow river works in China 
who showed roiuisness in not taking 
moasuers to prevent the recent flood by 
which thouBiiiids of lives were lost, have 
been sentenced to bo exposed in a oanguo, 
or wooden cellar, along the rivor banks. 
The teriiis of Boiitonco vary from two 
weeks tu three indiiths, and during tho 
whole tiiiiu the prisoner cannot lie down 
or rest with any comfort. 

A laigu liumbec .of the flnost salmon 
rivoi's on tlie coasfc of Labrador, it is ro- 
portod, will soon bo open to American 
fishermen. The rivers- in the Labrador 
district are leased by the owners, and 
title to tho property is now being contest- 
ed by the governnient. Tho original 
deed dates back to the early part of the 
seventeenth century, but was, it is said, 
never signed by tho French king, and if 
this proves tu be tho case tho property re- 
verts to the government. The property 
extends from below the Saguenay river 
along the coast for 150 miles, reaching 
inse tho interior twenty niilss.
